Robidoux, 57, muskrat raiser, will 
go on trial here tomorrow for the 
slaying of Willett

Moore, killed in what Robidoux 
described as a battle for his life'in 
his cabin home on a lonely island 
in the. Guadalupe river last De- 
cember 11. 
His defense has already been 


outlined, in two statements, made 
at his examining trial and to the 
district attorney. Robidoux claim- 
ed the Moore brothers, one. 34 and 
one 36, each weighing more than 
150 pounds, were killed, in a hand- 
to-hand fight. 
The slight, elderly man told how 
the men came to his island on a 
fishing trip, with their father; ac- 
cepted his invitation to visit 
Us- 
cabin; how the youngest attacked 
him; and, filially, how he killed 
them both and dragged their bod- 
ies to the river through the jun- 
gle-like 
growths 
of the island, 


which has never been thoroughly 
explored. 
His story was so re- 


markable authorities suspected he 
had gotten it from a book of detec- 
tive fictioii and searched hs house 
for any such volume. 
Kenyon Island, where the slaying 


occurred, is a desolate 500 acre 
tract .where the river forks before 
entering San Antonio Bay. It is 
covered with a uense semi-tropical 
growth. Local legend has it the 
rendezvous' of Spanish pirates, and 
also the site of a Hindu colony 
some 50 years ago. 
Robidoux, born in the Dakota.4 
and of French Canadian descent, 
came there two years ago to raise 
muskrats. He maintained a small 
still on the island, but declared he 
manufactured liquor only for his 
own use. This liquor he offered 
to the Moore boys while they cat 
in his kitchen. They were ajfect- 
ed by the liquor, a fight, between 
the brothers and Robidoux was 
drawn into it. 
Robidoux will be tried first for 
killing Willett Moore, who, 
ac- 


cording to the defendant's state- 
ment, was last Plain.

scale. It will be proposed that the 
legislature appropriate $500,000 im- 
mediately to start the new central 
plant and $500,000 annually until
